New this year is a Prepared for Success 
category. This data tells communities 
Whether their schools are keeping K-12 
students on track to be ready for college 


or careers when they graduate, The 
Prepared for Success measure tells a 
story, such as how many students last year 
received a “college-ready” score on the ACT 
and SAT exams and how many career-tech 
pupils earned the credentials needed to 
land jobs. 


Recent laws have changed the timeline for 
schools and districts to receive an overall 
letter grade based on all the measures. 
But that’s on the way, in 2016.
